Reported Death of General • Joubert 


Need* Confirmation 


The most startling news from the 


seat of war today is the report of the 
death of General Piet Joubert, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Boer 
forces. 


Though the report cornea from many 
different quarters it is obvious that it 
needs confirmation before it can be ac- 
cepted as true. 
Quite Probable That Boer Commander 


Was Main 


At the same time many (people be- 


lieve the report to be well founded, as 
the general's death is said to have oc- 
curred November 9 when the Boer 
riflemen were understood to be within 
1500 yards of Ladysmith. 


As severe fighting between th« Brit* 


ish and Boers the same day has since 
been reported it is regarded in some 
quarters quite probable that Joubert 
was mortally wounded. 
The Battlefield Would Be Fitting 


Deathbed for Him 


Ganeral Joubert was always noted 


for his personal courage and coolness 
and he may have dangerously exposed 
himself in a personal reconnaissance 
of the British position.

STEAMER PATRIA TAKES FIRE; 


MANY LIYES IN PERIL 


New York, Nov. 16,—Emil Boas, gen- 


eral manager of the Hamburg-American 
line, when told of the steamer Patrla's 
misfortune, said: 
"The Patrla carried 


only second-cabin passengers, and steer- 
age. 
She may have had about 150 per- 


sons in the steerage. 
The cargo was 


worth the greater pan of Jl.000,000. The 
veisel herself was worth about $700,000. 
We insure ourselves. 
The Patria had 


about 60 officers and crew, all of them 
living in Germany." 


In her short Iff* the Patria was un- 


lucky. 
She was a steel, twin screw, 


four-masted steamship. 
She was built 


at Stettin in 1894. Her total tonnage 
was 6864. 
She was 460 feet long, 'Sh« 


had triple expansion engines. 
Her 


horse power was) 678. 
She was a com- 


bination cargo and passenger steamship. 
Her last trip to this port ended Oct 28, 
and she sailed for Hamburg on Nov. 4. 


Ths Patrla, Captain Frohllen, which 


left New York Nov. 4, for Hamburg, and 
passed the Lisxard Tuesday, is on flre 
near Dover. All of the passengers were 
~*sowed, and have arrived at Dover. 


The Russian steamer Ceres sighted the 


Patria, showing signals Of distress and 
demanding imesndiats help, about 12 
miles from Hinder lightship. The liner 
was enveloped in smoke. Putting on 
full steam, the Ceres soon reached the 
Patria, and sending a boat learned that 
Captain Frohlich was In urgent need of 
assistance. 
The boats were got out, 


and, with great difficulty, all the Patrla's 
passengers, numbering 150, were trans- 
ferred to the Ceres. 
The Ceres pro- 


ceeded for Dover, where she arrived Just 
before midnight 
Among the saved are 


many women and children, as well as six 
babies in arms. 


The hurry of the rescue waa Indicated 


by flis fact that most of them were en- 
vrtoped In blanket^ only. 
They were 


rapidly distributed among the hotels 
or sent to the sailors' home, and every- 
tling possible is being done for their 
comfort. 


According to Interviews with some of 


the passengers, Which ellcted the fact 
that most of them are -American citl- 
sens who have come for a vacation In 
Europe, all were ordered on deck at t 
O'clock Wendesdajr raoning, when they 
were Informed that a disastrous flre had 
broken out among the general cargo, 
and, as the crew were unable to master 
it, the captain said he considered it ad- 
visable for the passengers to take, to the 
*«** 
. 


At this time It was evident that the 


fire had obtained a thorough hold upon 
the cargo. 
Smoke and flames were as- 


cending with overpowering force, and 
causing the greatest alarm. The crew, 
according to several passengers, worked 
like heroes in their endeavors to keep 
the flames under, but the great quantity 
of linseed among the cargo-and the oM 
supplied by this mad a all their efforts 
hopeless. 


There waa very great excitement 


among the women and children, but the 
example set by the coolness of Captain 
Frohlich and the crew had a calming 
effect upon the passengers generally. 


The boats were promptly got over the 


side, the crew working as if they were 
at drill. The safety of the ladies and the 
children wa» the first consideration. As 
the fire had by this time consumed the 
gr«ater part of the passengers' belong- 
ing* they had to get in tor the boats as 
they had eome from their bunks, and 
some were is very light raiment 


The scene was a striking one, with 


some touching aspects, as husbands and 
fathers parted from their wives and 
children. 


Although everything was carried out 


under the most trying conditions, thanks 
to the great coolness of the captain and 
crew, there was no panic, all the passen- 
gers being gotten into the boats and into 
two fishing boats which bad come ftp in 
the meantime. 


Just as this had betn effected a large 


steamer was seen to be making toward 
the burning liner. She proved to be the 
Ceres, which first sent a boat and then 
picked up all the Patria's passengers. 


Th* Ceres ottered also to take off Cap- 


tain Frohlich and the crew, but the lat- 
ter pref«rred to remain by the vessel 
so long as there was any chance of 
saving her, although there was the 
greatest danger in doing so, her hull 
being hot at the time, and there being 
every evidence that she would burn for 
a considerable period. 


The passengers say they learned from 


the officers that Captain Frohlich hopei 
to put his steamer ashore at some point 
on the coast where there will b« a pos- 
sibility of smvlng.her. 


The passengers, who had nothing to 


•at since 7:30 Wednesday morning, were 
treated with ths greatest Iclndness on 
being landed at Dov*r. Among them 
Were M ladies and about M children, who 
looked very wretched as they landed at 
the admiralty pier.

Joubert would bei likely to lead to th« 
adoptloni by the Boers of bolder and 
more active tactics, aa tt ia well known 
that General Joubert waa a cautious 
and conservative coimmaader, and had 
considerable difficulty in restraining 
hia hot-headed followers.

WORCESTER. 


Professor Worcester said at the ou'i- 


s«t that the issues raised by the Phil- 
ippine question, directly and indirectly, 
were more important, more far-reaching 
in their consequences than any our na- 
tion had been called upon to meet since 
its birth. 
He deprecated the idea of 


those willing to make party politics of 
questions which involved the well-be- 
ing and future destiny of millions of 
their fellow beings. 
Proceeding, he 


said: 


"If all the accusations brought by 


those who declaim against our so-called 
'crime In the Philippines' are true, we 
have indeed committed a great trans- 
gression against the people of those isl- 
ands." 


He also stated that members of Ag- 


ulnaldo's own cabinet testified before 
the commission to the fact- that even 
after his proclamation of June 18 he 
freely admitted that no American had 
ever promised him Independence for his 
people. 
The speaker added: • 


"It has been often stated .that, our 


consul at Singapore, Mr. Pratt, exceeded 
his authority and made the promise in 
question, jlif not directly, at least in- 
directly. 
I am indebted to Admiral 


Dewey for the statement that Mr. Pratt 
is ready to take oath to never having 
made any such promise, and I may add 
that .legal proceedings brought by Mr. 
Pratt against a publisher for this and 
other charges, resulted, successfully." 


Professor Worcester said, after? citing 


much evidence: 
"I believe I have 


shown/that there was no true co-opera- 
tion between our land forces and the 
Filipinos, except'in the'fact that we 
fought a common foe, each in his own 
way. •-1 may add that we required no 
help in taking the-city. . It lay com- 
pletely at the mercy of Dewey's guns, 
and soldiers were needed to occupy it, no' 
to take' it. 
The fighting Aug. 13 was 


perfunctory and designed only to save 
the honor'of'the Spanish troo'ps. After 
the fall of the city, Aguinaldo modestly 
demanded of General Merritt the royal 
palace for himself, and, in addition, the 
principal churches, a share in the public 
funds, and, most Important of all, the 
arms and ammunition, surrendered by 
the Spanish troops, of which he had 
long planned to'possess himself. 
It is 


needless to add that his requests were 
refused." 


Speaking of the efforts t* avoid a 


conflict, Profesaor. Worcester said: "I 
am often asked the question: 
'Might 


cot all this have been avoided, if, even 
after the fall Of Manila, attempts had 
been made to come to an understanding 
with tho insurgents?' I am glad to say 
to you that such attempts were made 
by General Otis, who did not believe 
that the insurgent leaders were plotting 
trouble, had repeated interviews with 
one and another of them." 


After detailing the fruitless negotia- 


tions and citing from General Otis' let- 
ters. Professor Worcester said: "The 
prime cause of'the failure of these final 
negotiations lay In the fact that the 
Filipino commissioners were unable to 
formulate any definite statement of 
their own desires. 
They did say that 


they desired independence under United 
8tat«s protection, but in discussion made 
It evident, first, that they did not them- 
••Ives know what they meant by these 
•words, and, second, that they were no* 
agreed among themselves even as to the 
general demand." 


At another point the speaker said: "I 


have no hesitation In saying that the 
United States did Infinitely more than 
Aguinaldo's army toward driving out 
and destroying Spanish power in the 
Philippine islands. 
If our claim to 


sovereignty wag shadowy, what shall we 
say as to the claim of a tribe represent- 
ing less than one-sixth of the population 
of the islands, and exercising jurisdic- 
tion over but a small part of the Philip- 
pin* territory? 


As Showing the bloody work of the in- 


surgento, Profeesor Worcester Bald: "At 
the time I left Manila the province of 
Batabgas was overrun with thieves and 
murderers. 
No attempt was being 


made to enforce law and order. 
The 


public schools were abandoned. Forced 
contributions had been wrung from the 
people; at the point of the bayonet, until 
many of them were ruined. 
Unwilling 


contributors .had b«en punished by hav- 
ing their hands hacked oft, and even by 
being burled aliv«. 
Individual bouses 


were intrenched In order that the In- 
habitants might 
defend themselves 


against their neighbor*. 
The military 


governor of the proviace, although a 
Tagalog and an insurgent, had char- 
acterised the condition existing as "com- 
plete anarchy,' and had repeatedly sent 
In secret to Manila, asking for aid to 
restore order, and promising to sur- 
render'with his troops If we would only 
dispatch a small force to his aid." 
• The speaker announced as false state- 
ment! that the Americans had no friends 
among the Filipino*, and declared we 


had many good true friends among the 
leading Filipinos. 
, 


"Finally, a word as to the way out 


Is it conceivable that we should with- 
draw our troops, abandoning our friends 
:o the certain vengeance of our enemies, 
and the people at large to etvll war 
and utter anarchy? 
There can be but 


one answer U> this question. Our troops 
must stay until armed resistance has 
leased and public confidence has been 
fully restored. The day will come, soon- 
er or later, when native soldiers, under 
American officers, or under "officers of 
their own, will do a large share of the 
work that remains to ba done. 


'In the matter of autonomy, we have 


already made a safe beginning, and the 
experiments in municipal and provincial 
governments, which are even now in 
progress, will eventually furnish a safe 
basis for congressional action. 


'In closing, let me say that there does 


not live an anti-imperialist, who has 
more sincere interest for the people of 
the Philippine islands, or a keener in- 
terest in their present and future wel- 
fare, than myself. 
I have great faith 


in them. 
I believe that, under our 


guidance, they will make rapid progress 
in civilisation, and will soon be able to 
take an important share In the burden 
of their country, but I know that tf the 
full weight of that burden were thrown 
upon them today, they would inevitably 
sink under It. 


"Those who affect to believe that we 


are creating bloody disorder by our 
presence In the Philippine Islands; Chat 
teh natives would continue to hate u*, 
even if we gave them good government; 
that they Would be better off Wider a 
very bad government entirely their own 
than under a very good one administered 
In part by ot&ert, and that the only log- 
ical and honorable course open to us is 
to withdraw our force*, and leave the 
peaceable and law-abiding natives of the 
Philippine iBiawb at the meroy of A»- 
uinaildo and his army, may be sincere in 
their convictions, but^ by freely giving 
voice to them, they are eaoouraginff the 
ambitious Tagalog leader to prolong a 
hopeless struggle. The prolongation of 
this struggle is coating us millions of dol- 
lars, and what it fur worse, good red 
American blood, feet htariory fix the re- 
sponsibility for it • • 
• 
.'' - 
"Those of us who believe that the flag 


should stay in the east, and that,under 
its shadow we should patiently teach to 
our new wards the lessons they mu** 
=learn ere they call take their place in 
the great family of nations as a tree and 
united people, should stand shoulder to 
shoulder. 
There .is work for us to do. 


Let those scoff wlK> wiU. The future of 
ten millions of human being* and the 
•honor of a greainaitlon are-in our keep- 
Ing; and the eyes of the world are upon 
us.

Minufipturers Think That Wafce Question Can 


Be Peaceably Settled. 


Fall River. Mass., Nov. 16.—The belief 


prevails here that' the special commit- 
tee of the manufacturers having under 
consideration the last communication 
from the Textile council and the ques- 
tion of introducing a sliding seals into 
the mills of this city will take the limit 
t>t time given; them by the operatives in 
which to reply to the final demand for an 
increase of 10 percent. One reason given 
for delaying until such a late day is that 
it will be Impossible to secure sufficient 
data in a shorter time, and as it is pro- 
posed to make the sliding scale as com- 
plete as possible, much work of a dif- 
ficult nature will be Involved. Another 
reason for the delay is stated1 to be the 
fact that the manufacturers believe that 
the operatives are not quite as anxious 
to enter upon a strike as surface con- 
ditions would seem to show, and they be- 
lieve that as the time limit for action 
draws near a peaceable means of settling 
the wage question will be presented^ 


Labor leaders' will not discuss the 


question of a sliding scale, and a prom- 
inent leader saidi: "When the manu- 
facturers offer such a scale It will be time 
enough to talk, and we will then consider 
it. The council will act upon whatever 
communication the mill men send them." 


The executive council of the National 


Federation of Textile Operatives, with 
which the local unions are affiliated, will 
meet next Wednesday for the purpose of 
considering the condition* here and. tak- 
ing some action on them. The day fol- 
lowing is the time limit fixed for the re- 
ply from the manufaeture-rs, and it is 
probable that the action of the'natlonal 
body will be governed in a great meas- 
ure by its tone. 


Notwithstanding the strike talk and 


the wage agitation it Is stated upon 
reliable authority that several corpora- 
tions are contemplating building ad- 
ditions to their plants, the Sagamore 
and Cornell mills being among those 
mentioned. A subscription list will b« 
opened' shortly, if conditions warrant it, 
for the purpose of erecting a new fine 
goods mill, with a capacity equal to that 
of any similar mill in the city.

gives an interesting account of the fight- 
Ing during the last week in October. The 
correspondent says: 


After the failure to rush the town, 


General Cronje had recourse to the tac- 
tics employed during the siege of Pots-' 
cheftrom In 1881, making an advance to 
the town by a succession of trenches In 
Echelon. 
Such a move had been an- 


ticipated by us for some time, and, for 
that reason, there had been sent out 
parties to worry the Boers Incessajatly 
by night attacks. 


These tactics the enemy disliked, but 


he contented himself with a daily shell 
fire, which exposed him to little personal 
risk. 
Then Colonel Baden-Powell played his 


trump card by sending out Fitzclar- 
ence's party to worry the occupants of 
the trenches. 
The little force stole out 


silently In the darkness. No shot was 
fired; and the men, with fixed bayonets, 
creeping rather than walking along the 
veJdt, gradually approached the chief 
Boer position near the race course. 
Then, as they closed In, there was a 
shrill screech. 
It was Fitzclarence's 


whistle, and the signal for onslaught. 
A '-rifts-ing British cheer, which the 
listeners back in camp caught up, was 
the only reply, as the party dashed into 
the trenches. 
There was a 
fearful 


struggle, the attacking force catching 
and bayoneting the Boers under the 
tarpaulins, where they crouched crying 
for mercy. 
At least 50 bayonets got to 


work, and the havoc they wrought was 
terrible. 


For just a moment thsre was no syste-

trenches to the rear.

It was to 
cease firing and scatter homeward. The 
British forces scattered, silently creeping 
back, under the furious fire, In the dark- 
ness to the appointed'rendezvous, where 
the roll was called. 


Colonel Baden-Powell met and con- 


gratulated Captain Fitzclarence and his 
men upon their splendid work, saying 
that It was a heavy price to pay, but that 
the Boers had to be stopped making rifle 
trenches within range of the town. The 
members of the party are now the envy 
•nd1 pride of the garrison. Even the Poet 
commander, Botha, expressed edmira- 
tlon of the attack and added that he 
Would, take Mafektnjj ere long, for he 
meant to do-one thing or the other 
quickly. 
. 
: Sunday passed quietly, the volunteer 
band playimg in the women's laager. All 
Sunday night the Boers poured a rifle 
fire Into the" town. It was set going after 
dinner. Sunday evening when Colonel 
Baden-Powell hoisted a red lamp on the 
cottage which was the scene of Captain 
Fitzclarence's night attack. Tht ruse 
answered splendidly. The moment the 
.light appeared the Boers opened fire, 


and their fusillade lasted the whole night 
through. 


There has been a tremendous waste of 


ammunition. Indeed, it is estimated 
that 30,000 rounds of ball cartridges were 
wasted on the occasion of the night at- 
tack on the Boer trenches; Double 
rations have been served out to the men, 
who are under shelter so as to be on the 
safe side if the Boers a,hould sweep the 
town by a long range rifle fire. The gar- 
rison is banging on. finely. Colonel 
Baden-Powell has the fullest confidence 
in everybody, especially in the matter of 
implicit obedience to the order to hold 
the fire until the Boers get to close 
range. 


The shelling- continued all Sunday at 


Intervals. About 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon General Cronje sent in a flag of 
truce, giving: Mafeking a last chance to 
surrender at the llth hour. While the 
flag wag receiving attention the heavy 
bombardment continued. 


The dispatch then describes1 General 


Cronje's great attack of Monday, the de- 
tails of which have already be^n cabled 
from Colonel Baden-Powell's official diB- 
pat/chsB. 


"The end came," says the correspon- 


dent, "after five hours' fighting. The 
enemy retired, being.heavily beaten for 
all time so far as Meeting is con- 
cerned." 


It was the hottest day of the siege and 


the firing was terrific, the "Boers evi- 
dently recognizing that .-the way Into- 
Mafeking; if any,'..to by .a kopje, -which 
was gallantly defended by Colonel Wai- 
ford's men. The - garrison is jubilant, 
while the Boers have been hurled back 
in disorder on th«$r laager and will have 
to content themselves with'a long-range 
bombardment unless thsy are strongly

The 'enemy lost heavily. For hours 


after their fighting line bid been rolled 
back two wagons went slowly along 
their position, picking up the, dead and 
wounded. . The kopje . resembled a 
ehaihbles after the fight., AH the men 
were kllle'd 'by bulleis- or:shells. "'The 
lookout tower wag shot fo pieces, while 
even the skdidles^f the,h arses were fear- 
fully battered about. The whole place 
was simply smashed up by the concen- 
trated fire of seven guns and 1000 rifles. 


The Boers at first held' on their ad- 


vance plucklly, but they could not live 
when they came to short range, the men 
;belng shot down, at 300 yards.

ENGLAND AND HER ENEMIES 


Armed to the Teeth, Great Britain 


Stands Prepared to Face a 


Coalition Never Yet 


Effected. 


P 


OES England Intend to dupe 
all Eur pe? 
Under the guise 


of a t " of threatened Euro- 
pean intrigue and what she 


Bees fit to call indications of outside in- 
terference in her South African war is 
Great Britain stealing a march upon 
ber great military and naval rivals and 
placing herself in a position of martial 
strength that will leave her Impreg- 
nable to the rest of Europe and usher 
her into the twentieth century the su- 
preme and independent arbiter of the 
destinies of the old world? 


The first thing to suggest any such 


disquieting questions was the magni- 
tude of Great Britain's preparations for 
a war with an enemy numerically in- 
ferior to many of her own numerous 
colonies. 
Those preparations seemed 


quite beyond the requirements of the 
military situation, and, to add to the 
unrest which those preparations caus- 


question being, what power dare make 
the first move? 


The authorities at London, it is said, 


are quite aware of this condition of 
affaini, and have been acting according- 
ly. They know, or seem to know, that 
Russia, Germany, France, Austria, 
Italy, Holland and Belgium each have 
interests at stake and will each be 
more or less affected by the eventual 
South African settlement. Whether or 
not a display of force on the part of 
Great Britain will be sufficient to ward 
oft interference remains to be seen. 
Probably the only thing that Intervenes 
to save the British empire from receiv- 
ing its deathblow from its European 
enemies is the Jealousy and enmity 
which exist among those different pow- 
ers themselves, obviating all concerted 
and harmonious action and allowing the 
European scapegoat to go on with her 
empire building as though she nev- 


falrs in the east. In the present case 
it is interesting to look into the differ- 
ent individual purposes which the nu- 
merous powers would have in interfer- 
ing \\ith England during her present 
campaign in Africa. 


Germany, for instance, would like 


very much to take advantage of Brit- 
ain's momentary embariassment and 
assume absolute control of the Samoan 
islands, besides an extension of her 
Chinese possessions at Shanghai and 
Kiau Chou. 
She would also like to 


have a slice of Africa herself, and 
would not be averse to annexing a lit- 
tle territory east of Albert Nyanza if 
she saw the coast was clear. 


Russia, who has been struggling so 


persistently and so adroitly for para- 
mount influence in northern China, 
would like to pour a few more thou- 
sand Cossack troopers into that part 
of Asia and establish herself a little 
more firmly in the disintegrating king- 
dom of the dragon. 
She would also 


not be above quietly seizing a long 
sighed for outlet on the Persian gulf 
or the Arabian sea, besides forcing cer- 
tain concessions from Turkey which 
would make Russian influence a little 
more appreciated in the Mediterranean. 


It is well known that France has long 


been looking for a chance to extend her 
possessions in east Africa. 
She still 


dreams of regaining some of her lost 
prestige in Egypt and is only too anx- 
ious in some way or other to avenge the 
Fashoda affair. Austria is not so ac- 
tively interested in aggressive move- 
ments, but it is a well known fact that 


How in England, li» such circum- 


stances, preparing for the worst? Need 
she dread sucir a contingency as Eu- 
ropean intervention, and. if such should 
come* about, v»ii<i,t would be her course 
of action? 


In the first place, it must be remember- 


ed that England in a way has always 
to be prepared for trouble. That is the 
penalty she pays for being the possessor 


I of many and widely separated colonies. 
| It has of late years been the constant 
effort of the British admiralty to have 
a navy which shall equal in strength 
the combined navies of Russia and 
France. This entire fleet of Great Brit- 
ain has suddenly and with amazing 
quickness been put on a "war footing, a 
flying squadron has been formed and 
the channel squadron, the strongest de- 
tachment of all England's navy, has 
been dispatched to the Mediterranean, 
where it will watch the French fleet 
hovering ominously about the Levant. 
She has also a strong fleet in southern 
Pacific waters and "even more men-of- 
war are on their way to the Cape. 


Now neither the Orange Free State 


nor the Transvaal ^is a maritime power. 
Neither state possesses a warship, nor 
will either state be in a position to is- 
sue letters of marque. So England need 
have no fears of privateering on her 
tremendous commerce going and com- 
ing throughout all parts of the world. 
But even beyond the task of playing 
sleuth hound on the heels of foreign 
ships suspected of carrying contraband 
of war to the Boers, England seems to 
have an inexplicably immense naval 


fleets of France and the czar. Many of 
these ships have not yet been finished, 
but work has been rushed on all or- 
ders, and even at the present time the 
different yards are scenes of ceaseless 
activity, men working night and day in 
order that the new fighting machines 
may be turned out at the earliest pos- 
sible date. The great advantage which 
England has over her rivals is that all 
her new ships are of the most modern 
and the most powerful description, ren- 
dering obsolete the floating batteries 
constructed at tremendous cost by oth- 
er different European powers. 


There is another point in which Great 


Britain has taken advantage of her lit- 
tle war in South Africa. That is the 
creation of an immense new naval base 
not far from the Cape, which at any 
other time would have excited the sus- 
picion , and, perhaps, even the opposi- 
tion, of the other powers. 
This new 


naval base is at Simons Town, where a 
naturally good harbor has been arti- 
ficially enlarged and improved and sev- 
eral miles of wharfage and docks put 
up. Simons Town is just a little over 
20 miles from Cape Town, with which 
it is connected by rail. This gives the 
English an important new coaling and 
naval base in southern waters and is 
just what the admiralty has been look- 
ing for for some time. It is quite in 
keeping with the tremendous expendi- 
ture the English have been willing to 
make to fit up Esquimault, their pow- 
erful new British North American naval 
base on the Pacific. It also harmonizes 
nicely with the great docks that have 
been put up for the navy at Colombo 
and the improvements and protections 
which may now be seen in the harbor 
of Gibraltar, to say nothing of the great 
dockyard and the immense new basin 
which the naval authorities of London 
have recently brought into existence at 


not been altogether satisfactory, for it 


pretty generally understood that this 


country will participate in no effort at 
mediation, or be lured into any other 
violation of diplomatic amenities. 
In 


fact, the United States, on the whole, 
would regard European intervention as 
a menace to the well being of all na- 
tions, tending to disturb general com- 
mercial relations and projecting the 


hinese question, in which this republic 


now has very important interests, Into 
a quarrel of which it is fundamentally 
no part. The extensive commercial in- 
terests of the United States in the east 
would suffer materially if a disturbance 
in China should bring about a closure of 
the eastern treaty ports, and the au- 
thorities at Washington would be ready 
to take many steps before quiescently 
allowing such a thing to happen.

SAXON THRONE HOLDER!.

So her majesty has 
got it into her head that a certain 
cousin of hers, a Fraulein von Braun- 
fels, of noble blood and enormously 
vealthy, should share with the son of 
Milan the precarious throne of Servia. 
This new whim of his wife's is some- 
what disturbing to King Charles, who 
is a man inclined to mind his own busi- 
ness; but she has a mighty ally in 
Wilhelm II, who loves to see his high 
born 
countrymen occupy the best 


places everywhere. 


The recent marriage of Prince Danllo 


of Montenegro has again added a Ger- 
man element to those already so nu- 
merous in the European courts, and If 
a Ge.-man Hoheit goes to Belgrade, 
Turkey will be the only country with- 
out a Teutonic bead in its royal pal- 
ace. 


The emperor of Austria had a Ger- 


man mother, a Princess of Wittelsbach, 
and his ill fated wife was of the same 
family. 


The czarina was a Princess of Hesse. 
Leopold II of Belgium is a Saxe-Co- 


burg-Gotha; a Saxe-Coburg-Gotha was 
the father of our English princes and 
princesses, and another was the hus- 
band of Queen Maria of Portugal, the 
mother of King .Louis. 


King Humbert's mother was an Aus- 


trian, but daughter of a German prin- 
cess, and the mother of Queen Mar 


*d, a second move was made against 
this more or less imaginary coalition 
when the entire British fleet was put 
on a war footing. The irony of the 
situation arose from the fact that even 
while such preparations were taking 
place every political minister in Great 
Britain was declaring that not a power 
in existence would dare to raise a hand 
against England in her African war 
and that all talk of interference was 
nonsense. 


Mysterious indeed are the moves 


made on the European chess board for 
the sake of preserving the balance of 
-power. Just what this "balance of 
power" consists of no one exactly seems 
io know. It has apparently to deal 
rrltb, on the whole, the momentary ag- 
gressiveness of any given power or 
powers and Is a phrase much tossed 
about at the beginning of every war 
fought in the last 20 years. 


Today the balance of power seems to 


be in danger. The triple alliance has 
nodded its tripartite head very sagely 
and said that England is getting too 
obstreperous. The dual alliance has 
looked wise and said the same. Hol- 
land and Belgium have been shifting 
about uneasily. In other words, Eu- 
rope has her eye on England, and all 
•imply because this last mentioned 
power is engaged in a war with two 
small South African republics and 
deems to be carrying too much buck- 
phot for such a small fry enemy. 


As for England, she has put the chip 


en her shoulder, As usual, that means 
a calling out of her reserves, a mob- 
ilization of ber fleet and Hie fitting out 
of a flying squadron. It is always a 
part of .the game with England when 
In doubt to play a flying squadron. She 
flung one on the international board 
when, four years ago, the Venezuelan 
situation assumed rather a foreboding 
complexion. That flying squadron, <t 
In true, did nothing but 'cruise up the 
coast of Ireland and back, but it was 
obviously meant as a gentle hint that 
John Bull was ready for business 
should Uncle 8am try to knock the 
chip off his shoulder. It was not nec- 
essary, however, to do any knocking 
IB the case, as England herself quietly 
•lipped away her badge of belligerency. 
But today the situation Is different. It 
is no mere boundary dispute that is at 
the bottom of affairs. It is a matter of 
struggling for that mysterious and con- 
veniently Indefinite thins;, "the balance 
of power," and It in futile to deny that 
today all Europe Is willing and ready 
t* strike at Great Britain, the only 


er had a. dozen powers bristling en- 
viously about ber heels. 


It is whispered about that both Rus- 


sia and France have entered into a se- 
cret understanding and have even de- 
cided on a plan of action. These two 
powers, it is said, are both willing to 
offer an identical note of interrogation 
to England, asking just what is her 
ultimate intention in South Africa and 
suggesting mediation in her present 
war with the Boers. They are most 
anxious to learn officially if England 
proposes to wipe out the two republics 
of the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State and merge them and the remain- 
der of the Cape country into one vast 
British dominion, corresponding in Af- 
rica to what Canada is in America. 


If such in her intention, this, natural- 


ly, means a very1 grave and ominous 
unsettling of the "balance of power," 
and such a movement would be well 
worth nipping in the bud, if possible. 
In fact, what is the use of "alliances" 
if such things are not to be looked 
after? 


If such a British empire were to be once 


established in Africa, it would mean 
that practically all of the dark conti- 
nent worth possessing would pass un- 
der the union Jack. It is, therefore, 
merely an act of self protection on the 
part of Europe to attempt to prevent 
any such aggrandizement of the power 
of the Anglo-Saxon. It was, by the 
way, deemed necessary by the powers 
to take the same sort of precautionary 
action ddrlng the Chlno-Japanese war, 
at a time when the aggressive little Jap 
threatened to disturb the state of af- 


she wishes to share with Russia in any 
concessions which might be wrung from 
Turkey when the British lion was not 
looking in that direction. Italy, too, 
still hungers after San Mun bay and 
has forces in the neighborhood of that 
district waiting for orders. Besides 
this, Italy is also watching for an op- 
portunity to get a foothold in the in- 
terior of China. 


It will be seen, therefore, that It is 


a case of the mice playing when the 
cat's away. Holland, of course, has a 
fellow feeling with her South African 
sons and theif descendants in their 
struggle against a stronger power, and 
would not be averse to putting a finger 
in the pie if the chance should arise. 


So once again in her history Great 


Britain finds herself in a position" of 
"splendid isolation." She finds herself 
with half a score of great armed pow- 
ers ready to spring at her throat. In 
her hour of trial she has just one as- 
sured friend, apparently, and there is 
every reason to believe that the bonds 
of that friendship are made up of the 
threads of fraternal sentiment and not 
the chains of diplomatic alliance. That 
friend is the United States of America, 
and the attitude Of our republic may 
broadly be called a reciprocation of the 
good will displayed by the Salisbury 
government when we ourselves, at the 
beginning of the Hlspano-American 
war, were In a position not unlike that 
of England today. 
* 


But England's quarrel In not Amer- 


ica's, and so, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the position of splendid isolation 
remains. 


force under steam today. It is worth 
noting, at the same time, that the .naval 
budget of Great Britain for the year 
1899 amounted to $125,000,000 and ex- 
ceeded in amount any ever before vot- 
ed, in peace or in war. Last year the 
number of officers, seamen and ma- 
rines amounted to over 100,000, showing 
an Increase of considerably more than 
6,000 over the preceding year. At the 
beginning of last year the British navy 
consisted of SO first class and 7 second 
class battleships. It included 21 bat- 
tleships of the third class, 14 coas.t de- 
fense vessels and 9 armored cruisers. 
In this latter line of vessel she also 
possessed 9 first class and 64 smaller 
cruisers, to say nothing of 34 torpedo 
gunboats, 79 destroyers and 79 torpedo 
boats of all classes. 


At that time there were already un- 


der construction 8 first class and 14 
smaller protected cruisers and 13 de- 
stroyers. 
But this can give but a 


small idea of the rate at which the 
British navy has been increased and 
even at the present time is being in- 
creased. 


When Mr. Goachen of the admiralty 


announced the new shipbuilding pro- 
gramme of the government for 1899, it 
Included three battleships, four armor- 
ed cruisers and four sloops of war. But 
during July of the same year the ad- 
miralty officials announced that to meet 
the proposed additional naval construe* 
tions of Russia it would be necessary to 
build four more battleships, four cruis- 
ers and 12 destroyers, in order that the 
British navy might maintain Its cus- 
tomary superiority over the combined 


Hongkong to guard against unforeseen 
contingencies in the far east. 


All this has been done, it is claimed, 


in order to guard against the menaces 
of aggressive rivals. Whether or not 
this is absolutely true it would be diffi- 
cult to decide, with only that superficial 
knowledge of the facts which naval offi- 
cials allow to exist. Certain it is that 
England has a tremendous foreign com- 
merce to protect, and in order to se- 
cure this protection a more or less ex- 
tensive navy is necessary. That navy 
must be powerful in proportion to the 
commerce which It Is designed to pro- 
tect, and it must also have coaling sta- 
tions, bases of supply, drydocks and 
friendly harbors into which its ships 
may put in time of need. England 
claims that her operations are protect- 
ive and not aggressive, and, though 
there have been those home voices of 
late which have been crying out most 
lustily against increased or even con- 
tinued naval expenditures, there seems 
to be no falling off in the rate at which 
Great Britain goes on adding to her 
power on the ocean. 


In the meantime, however, the war 


goes on and the martial and naval ac- 
tivities of Great Britain continue. And 
while these continue Europe sits up 
nights worrying- over the matter. Ru- 
mors are thick in the air, the story of 
one day combating that of the preced- 
ing day. And in the meantime, too, the 
representatives of European countries 
have been doing their best at Wash- 
ington to find out the precise attitude 
of the United States In the situation. 
What they ha^e unofficially learned has

AS WORCESTER SEES IT 


'. Professor Dean C. Worcester, a 
jssjstsr of ths PhlHpptefi commission. 
has delivered an address on the Phil* 
ippine queetion in Chicago, that city 
which has tried to follow the lead of 
Boston in the craze of "anti-imperial- 
ism." Professor Worcester's address 
was exhaustive. It touched all the 1m- 
portant points of the question and its 
jonclusions were wholly in favor of the 
American policy in the Philippines. 
There was no alliance between Aguin- 
aldo and the American army, declares 
Professor Worcester, there was no need 
of Aguinaldo's co-operation in taking 
Manila, there were attempts on the 
part of the American general com- 
manding to ascertain the wishes of the 
warlike 
Tagalogs and to establish 


peaceful relations, but Aguinaldo did 
not know what he wanted in these re- 
spects, he only knew that he wanted 
the palace in Manila for himself, the 
churches, the Spanish arms and am- 
munition and several other small 
things. 


We are not making a bloody war, 


Professor Worcester says. Two regi- 
ments could march anywhere in Luzon 
and kill without limit if that were the 
purpose of the American government. 
But we are sending a large army to the 
Philippines because we are going to 
protect the 
people of the islands 


against the new despotism, the despot- 
ism of Aguinaldo. The American army 
is in the Philippines to establish order 
where there is anarchy, to make It 
unnecessary for the people of any 
province to throw up entrenchments 
around their homes as protection 
against 
their 
neighbors. 
Professor 


Worcester closes with these words, 


• words which have been often said, but 


words which will bear repeating so 
long as there are people who attribute 
the basest of motives to the American 
occupation of the Philippines: 


"Those who affect to believe that we 


are creating bloody disorder by our 
presence in the Philippine Islands; that 
the natives would continue to hate us 
•ven if we gave them good govern- 
ment; that they would be better off 
under a very bad government entirely 
. their own than under a very good one 
administered In part by others, and 
that the only logical and honorable 
course open to us is to withdraw our 
K«ceM and leave the pageable ana law* 


abiding natives of the Philippine Is- 
lands at the mercy of Aguinaldo and 
his army, may be sincere in their con- 
victions, but by freely giving voice to 
them they are encouraging the ambi- 
tious TagtUog leader to prolong • 
hopeless struggle. The prolongation of 
this struggle is costing us millions of 
dollars, and what is worse, good red 
American blood. Let history fix the 
responsibility for it Those of us who 
believe that the flag should stay in the 
East, and that under its shadow we 
should patiently teach to our new 
wards the lessons they must learn ere 
they can take their place in the great 
family of nations as a free and united 
people,

shoulder. There is work for us to do. 
Let those scoff who will. The future of 
10 millions of human beings and the 
honor of a great nation are in our keep- 
Ing, and the eyes of the world are upon 
us.

to climatic changes. Most of those 
'vfho raise Shanghais or Plymouth 
(Rocks for market hatch the young 
chickens along about Easter, and In 
.order that all may not be ready at one 
itime others are set from time to time 
luntil June. Few chickens hatched 
later than this will mature sufficiently 
before cold weather sets in. Over in 
'Jersey and in Long Island, where more 
than ordinary attention is paid to the. 
'raising of the birds, some farmers 
'make a specialty of raising broilers. 
jChickena so designated are watched 
'and tended as carefully as tne tow- 
hcads about the place all the year 
round. This branch of the chicken in- 
dustry necessitates £he. expenditure of 
much time and Is a far more difficult 
business than the ordinary farmer de- 
sires to burden himself with. 
! "There .are two. distinct kinds of 
poultry brought to this market: First, 
the excellent, dry picked birds from 
•New Jersey and other adjacent states; 
second, birds packed In ice which 
arrive In great quantities from the 
.western states. 
In nearly every 


.part of the chicken raising east the 
birds are killed, picked dry and then 
sent to market packed in boxes or bar- 
rels with straw. The bulk of this stock 
Is sent by individual farmers to some 
commission firm. Few .farmers send 
'on an average more than 1,000 pounds 
at one time, while the majority send 
100 or 200 pounds. : At this season 
•there is always a r great deal of specu- 
lation In poultry among crossroads 
grocers and small merchants in vil- 
lages and towns near chicken raising 
districts. One of them will buy up the 
poultry of his neighbors or customers 
and consign the birds in lots ranging 
from 1,000 to 6,000 pounds to some 
.wholesale firm of poulterers in New 
•York. .Much of thta sort of speculating 
Is done in New Jersey, and some men 
reap small fortunes annually/ In In- 
stances the speculator contracts for 
months ahead with a farmer for his 
total output, paying him part of the 
money down, possibly at a time when 
ready cash is most needed, thus secur- 
ing a handsome bargain. Every once 
in awhile a poultry dealer from thi* 
«ity will make the rounds of nearby 
farms and buy up tbe chickens, docks, 
geese and turkeys, but the bulk of the 
poultry from adjacent states come* to 
New Tort in smaTT toasignmenc* ana 
represents part of the Industry 6f the 
hard worked women on the small 
farms in toe New England and the At- 
lantic states. Such birds are the very 
best to be bad and command higher 
prices than birds prepared with less 
care and sent from k/ager distances. 
They reach our 
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lies in cold weather are excellent 


"Out west things are run on a sUgTitly 


different plan. As in tha east, tbe bulk 
of tne poultry is raised on small farms, 
but in tbe fall and early winter months 
the poultry buyers drive around the 
country and purchase tbe live stock at 
usually f rois> 2>ur to six cents a pound. 
The buyer shuts bis birds up in coops 
and carts them off to his killing house, 
where they meet the inevitable end. 
They are then plunged into boiling hot 
water, their feathers are stripped off, 
and after they nave become thoroughly 
cooled they are packed in boxes and. 
barrels, pieced on board refrigerator 
cars and forwarded to tbe large cities. 
Usually, they ore consigned to commis- 
sion houses, the buyers taking tbe risk 
of any loss. The season for buying 
poultry is a short one. It begins In tat* 
October and continues until the very 
cold weather sets m, when many of 
the roads in the west are simply im- 
passabte for week* at a time." 
"Is not the loss on western poultry 


in transit considerable?* 


"No. It ia only when the birds so 


shipped are not aUoipad to cool thor- 
oughly before being- packed that they 
spoil on the way, and this seldom hap- 
pens. A great deal of the poultry from 
the west is frozen after it reaches New 
York, and is kept throughout the win- 
ter, and sometimes into the summer 
months, being removed from tbe freez- 
ers aa it is required. The ice is never 
permitted to touch tbe flesh, and the 
packed barrels and boxes are removed 
from the refrigerator cars the moment 
they arrive and placed In the cold stor- 
age houses, where they are rapidly 
frozen to a state ot solidity, and in this 
way they are preserved almost in- 
definitely. When wanted for use, the 
birds are easily thawed out. There is 
another sort which,is known to the 
trade as iced poultry- This is far dif- 
ferent, for the birds are packed In ice 
in the barrels. First a layer of poultry 
is put in', then a layer of Ice. This 
method Is principally employed when 
the birds are shipped from the west 
during the summer months and the re- 
frigerator cars do not generate suffi- 
cient coolness to keep tbe poultry 
sweet for a long journey across the 
country. Its deleterious effect on the 
stock consists in causing tbe flesh to 
become too motet "and the akin to 
change color as the ice melts. Very 
often birds so shipped have a soaked 
appearance, and direct contact with 
tbe ice impairs the .taste more or less. 


"This western poultry business is 


conducted on an Immense scale," con- 
tinued tbe dealer impressively,. "and 
there are many great firms with for- 
tunes back of them engaged in it Out 
in Kansas there is one firm which 
snips every fail and winter hundreds 
of carloads of chickens, docks, turkeys 
and geeee to New York. During tbe 
ten days preceding Thanksgiving this 
concern will send here from 20 to 25 
carloads a day, and for the same time 
prior to Christmas tbe shipments from 
this firm will TUB much larger. 


"Turkeys, geese, ducks and chickens 


will probably be higher this year than 
last on account of the early closing of 
the fall, which restricted the birds' 
supply of natural food and compelled 
the raisers to feed them sooner than 
usual. However, this will insure the 
retail purchasers plumper and more 
succulent birds. From 15 to 16 cents 
a pound will be asked in all likelihood 
for the best dry picked turkeys, but at 
such prices tbe prime Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania birds may be bad. 
Such 


stock is tbe best that reaches, this 
market At retail chickens will bring 
about 12 or 13 cents a pound. The 
western stock will sell for from 3 to 4 
cents a pound less. 


"One 
thing which we poultry men 


have noticed in recent years with some 
interest as well as profit Is the growing 
popularity of the goose during Thanks- 
giving or tbe holidays. Formerly ,the 
demand was almost exclusively con- 
fined to the Irish, English and He- 
brews, but nowadays all nationalities 
seem to subscribe to tbe undoubted 
gastronomic virtues of tbe bird. Geese 
are raised with tbe other poultry by 
the ordinary farmers and come to 
market with tbe always popular duck 
in the same boxes' and barrels Which 
contain chickens and turkeys."

This has begun only within a 
short time, for until recently waste 
iron was something that could hardly 
be disposed of.

The same activity In the scrap Iron

When there 
was no extra demand for iron work, 
and prices were low scrap iron brought 
a very low price, and In many places 
could hardly be disposed of. 
Now, 


however, the scarcity of Iron on ac- 
count of the great demand for It this 
season, haa made scrap iron valuable. 


The price paid in thl» city of late haa 


been half a cent a pound, or |10 a ton. 
This, compared with prices until this 
season for new Iron pipe, is startling, 
and shows the extent of the scarcity. 
Ac a result all the old scrap Iron to be 
found Is being gathered In, and many 
men are in this way turning an honest 
but unexpected

CHIT WITH a FILIPINO. 


Story of a Captto Soldier, as 


ToldbyHimsclt 


A.EMY HELD TOGETHEE BT FEAB. 


How the Filipino Viewed tbe Rush 
of American SoMMewniWonl* Neve* 
Ret«*« to the IniwrventB It He 
Were ReleMed. He S»y»—Filipino 
Marching Sou*. 
Here 1« a story of a captured soldier 


of the Filipino army aa told by himself. 
I have made only the necessary idio- 
rnatical changes In his account, and the 
whole may be taken as a fair settiug 
forth of the situation aa viewed by the 
eyes of a eoldler for independence, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat's corre- 
spondent, writing from General Wheel- 
er's headquarters at Santa )EUta, P. I. 
When I first saw this man he was in a 
cart that had toiled through the inud 
from Bacolor to these headquarters, 
imd there was in his eyes that fearful 
look so commonly seen among the ig- 
norant when brought before those in 
authority. OB that day General Wheel- 
er had him brought before him, and it 
was only with difficulty that anything 
could be learned from the poor shaking 
creature, notwithstanding the fact that 
the general used his most kindly man- 
ner and at first asked but trivial ques- 
tions. 


Today, however, when I entered the 


prison room In the old convent that Is 
used as headquarters of our interior 
guard, a quick change in look and de- 
meanor bad occurred. A soldier, though 
a captive, stood before me. He brought 
bis hand up smartly in salute, and 
when the courtesy had been returned 
began a votable but dignified expres- 
sion of the treatment given him by our j 
men, 
and when I explained my wishes 


be stood for a moment gazing out of 
the window, then, turning, he spread 
out both hands with a quick downward 
thrust toward me, saying in his native 
Tagal, "I'll do It" With bio determina- 
tion all reserve vanished, and he thus 
began his story, which is In part as 
follows: 


"I am a Tagalo, and when the war 


was talked of I lived In the Tondo dis- 
trict of Manila. I am now 29 years old 
and was formerly a fisherman. I have 
been marrietl now a little over a year 
and have one child, but I have never 
seen my baby." He paused briefly, 
then continued: "I had not thought of 
going In, but In February I got into it 
I was not alone in not wanting war; a 
great many of us didn't want It but 
we were forced In by the generals. 
They threatened us with destroying 
our property and killing us and our 
families. One day I met General Pan- 
talcon Garcia in the street, and I had a 
long talk with him about the war. It 
lasted about an bow. He told me a 
great deal about Independence. 
He 


told me that when we got our inde- 
pendence we would bave good times; 
that some would have fine positions; 
that the soldiers especially would have 
good fortune awaiting them. He said 
that, of course, some o£ liie^soldlers^ 
would be killed, but that there would 
not be much of a fight and that In a 
month we would all be in Manila. He 
also told me a great deal about the 
Americans, saying that they were a 
bad people and would commit and 
were committing all sorts of outrages 
on our property and families, but he 
sold nothing of the Americans as sol- 
diers. 


"Well, I had a friend, and It was he 


who induced me to go. His name Is 
Feliz Carpio, and he is now a lieuten- 
ant 
I met him at Caloocan in the 


street and had a talk with him about 
the talk of war and what was to be 
done. We finished our talk with his 
promising to make me a clerk if I 
would go, and I said that I'd go. No, 
I never discussed my going with my 
wife. I simply went off and left her." 
Then his dark, strong face was turned 
away. It was very still in the guard- 
room. From without came the sound 
of the slow, steady tramp of the Ninth 
infantry sentinel as he paced back and 
forth under the gray stone archway. 
The interpreter, looking down, marked 
lines with his toe on the dust strewn 
floor. Thus we waited. When he 
again turned hisMface to resume his 
story, his eyes had been softened by 
tears, but we two who sat waiting had 
also left somebody miles and mijes 
away, and we easily pardoned the 
weakness of the barefooted man in the 
soiled blue and white uniform. 


"Well," he continued, "when I decid- 


ed to go the officers kept me with 
them. I never went home again, but 
remained in Caloocan. I was put at 
some clerical work, had a little drill 
and did some manual labor, but for 
the most of the day we sat around and 
talked. Frequently our officers would 
come to us and tell us how well we 
were doing, but for the most of the 
time we Just waited. I was still at Ca- 
loocan when the fight began. I was 
sitting talking to a friend when the 
sound of firing came. He was from 
tfly home and bad just been telling me 
that my wife wanted me. At once there 
was great confusion. Everybody that 
I saw was hurrying. Soldiers were 
rushing toward Manila. The old men, 
women and children were hurrying the 
other way. The next morning (Sun- 
day) 
a great many people came out of 


Manila. Most of them carried great 
burdens. Oh, how they were strug- 
gling to carry the heavy loads! And 
that morning when the firing recom- 
menced the soldiers were very much 
frightened, and the confusion began 
all over again. A great many soldiers 
were going toward Manila to help 
fight 
Soon after noon a great many 


of the soldiers came running back. 
They were much frightened. We could 
scarcely stop them. I talked with two 
or three of them. They said that there 
had been .an awful fight and that the 
Americans were 
DOW Burning ffie 


houses In the suburbs and doing every- 
thing to drive our people out 


"Just before the soldiers went up to 


help that morning our officer! got us 
together and told us again what good 
troops we were and all that we had to 
do was to go forward. My first fight 
was at Caloocan, about the 8th of Feb- 
ruary. We were all In the trenches 
•nd hoard th« Americans advancing, ' 
and of course we were scared from the 
beginning. The bullets began striking 
all around us. Almost the first thing 
some one was killed. Mjr brother was i 
killed.

We soon 


left, and some of us went on through 
to Polo. About the only thing that I 
actually remember seeing waa that 
those Americans never 
'flickered/ 


(That was not the word he used, but it 
express?* bis Idea.) They kept com- 
ing. They seemed to run all the way, 
and bow they did shoot! But Polo 
was even fiercer. Everywhere we look- 
ed that day we could see Americana. 
There seemed to be thousands of them. 
We kept backing up, but they kept 
crowding us so much that we could 
hardly tell where they were or where 
we were trying to go. We bad a whole 
brigade there. If s'funny, but a man 
doesn't seem to know much else than 
bow to ran when he gets in a place 
like Polo. 


"Tea, I have beard a good many 


speeches by officers, but bave heard 
only one general speak. That was 
General Ban Miguel at Porac only a 
little while ago. He praised our ap- 
pearance and said we were so bravo 
in standing op so for our country. Our 
ofiiee»r~u«iugij, never try to explain 
why it is that we never stopped the 
Americans. Guess they don't know 
themselves. They frequently, howev» 
er, tell us that the Americans are very 
brave. They advance to attack and 
never stop. And our officers often tell 
us that they wish they bad American 
soldiers instead of us. But that is 
only a little thing to some of their 
mistreatment. 


"A thing that we do differently is 


that we do all our cheering before a 
fight—not during the shooting. But 
we don't swear much. Our officers do 
not let us, and, besides, a people fight- 
ing for independence ought not to dis- 
please God. I have never seen any 
American prisoners. I heard of four, 
but that was a long time ago. I think 
that they are being treated well, for 
we have had orders many, many times 
to treat them well. Oh, they always 
tell us to be careful with any prison- 
ers. It is enough that American pris- 
oners are compelled to live on Filipino 
food. But no one could be better car- 
ed for than I am here. You have plenty 
of money, haven't you? There is only 
one thing I want, and that is to get 
some money for my wife." He stop- 
ped there, but finally asked, "Have you 
ever heard the Filipino marching song 
—our liberty song?" I told him that 
I had not He did not sing it very 
bravely. One could see that be had 
sung it under happier surroundings 
than were the heavy stone walls of the 
old convent at Santa Rita, but bis last 
"vivas" had some of the ring and fire 
of a soldier in them. The words he 
afterward wrote out for me. They are 
simply an adaptation of "The Spanish 
Volunteer" and are sung to the music 
of that stirring march. I give them aa 
he wrote them—in Tagalo:

WARD DELEGATIONS 


Another New System Adop- 


ted for City Convention 


by Republicans 


MORE EVEN DISTRIBUTION 


And Fewer Delegates Than Last Year. 


Other Political Talk. Democratic 


Club May be Formed After 
Election. Mayoralty Matters 


The reperesentation of the wards of 


the city in the city republican conven- 
tion was decided upop by the republi- 
can city committee last evening after 
considerable 
discussion. 
Delegates 


•will be elected from the wards on the 
same basis that delegates were sent to 
the state convention. This gives ward 
3 and 5 four delegates each, and all 
the other wards three delegates each, 
a total of 23. The basis of representa- 
tion is as follows: One delegate at 
large from, each ward; one delegate 
for the first, 7 Svoters, one delegate 
for the next 150 republican voters, one 
delegate for the next 75 republican vot- 
ers. The republican vote cast for gov- 
ernor in 189S was made the basis for 
figuring. 


This decision was a compromise be- 


tween two very positive opposite opin- 
ions among the members of the city 
committee. Until last year the wards 
had each sent five delegates to the city 
convention. Last yea* the city coiw- 
mittee by a close vote, changed the 
system of representation so that it 
followed the representation given in 
the representative conventions'. Half 
<of those present last night were in 
favor of continuing this system. 


This gave the city 35 delegates as 


follows: Ward 1, four; ward 2, four; 
ward 3, six; ward 4, four; ward 5, 
seven; ward 6, BOX; ward 7, four. Un- 
der this system the delegations fncxm 
wards 3, 5 and 6 could control the con- 
vention. 


Half the members last night were 


opposed to this, and wanted to go back 
td the equal representation, of five 
delegates from each ward, without re- 
gard to the vote cast in the wards. 


Secretary Niles read reports from the 


city committees of other cities, show- 
ing that the majority had a system 
similar to the one proposed here as a 
compromise, of making the delegations 
the same as those sent to the state 
convention. This will require a ma- 
jority of the wairda to carry the con- 
vention. 


This was finally put to a vote, and 


was carried unanimously. There was 
no other business; for the committee 
the date for the caucuses having al- 
ready been fixed for November 24, aid 
the meeting adjourned. It was well 
attended, 16 out of the 21 members be- 
ing present.

OAURY ATHLETIC RULES 


Two Important Amendments Adopted 


by Athletic Association of School 


A meeting of the Drury athletic asso- 


ciation was held yesterday afternoon, 
and the amendments to the constitu- 
tion reported some days ago In this 
paper were brought up and finally 
aicptocl. They are in regard to the 
school's representatives on the athletic 
field and to the powers of the manag- 
ers to spend money The amendments 
are as follows in full: 


"No one shall represent the school in 


an athletic event who has not paid his 
dues and become a member of this 
association " 


"No manager shall contract a bill 


ag-alnst i e association for more than 
»5 without the written authorization of 
the other two managers. He shall be 
held personally responsible for all bills 
contracted In violation of this provision. 


"The 
acting manager shall hand all 


unpaid bills contracted by him to the 
treasurer within one school week aTter 
the last athletic event under his charge 
The association will hold him personal- 
ly responsible for any bills not so hand- 
ed in." 


STREET RAILWAY LAW HEARING 


To be Given. 
Difference 
Between 


Local and Pittsfield Calculations 


The Pittsfield street railway has pe- 


titioned for a reduction of the excise 
tax imposed by the assessors, and the 
latter have decided to grant a hearing 
on the matter. There is a difference of 
opinion between the members of the 
board of assessors and the officers of 
the Pittsfield company with reference 
to the amount of excise tax which 
should be paid The assessors claimed 
that a tax should be paid on the earn- 
ings of the entire road while the claim 
of the company was that the tax 
should be simply on the earnings of 
that section of the road which is on 
public property. 
The difference is 


about $800. 


In this city, as reported, the asses- 


sors have taxed the local road on the 
basis of the tracks in the public ways. 
In case the matter is decided in favor 
of the other basis, the amount paid by 
the company would have to be re- 
adjusted. 


One point that te not understood here 


is why the Plttsfleld company wishes 
only the track on public property 
should be counted. The tax is placed 
on the earnings per mile, and if the 
mileage is greater, the earnings per 
mile are of course tasa The gross 
earnings of the ro&d are taken in any 
case. The local company, therefore, 
figures it that to count the whole 
length of track would be a saving to 
it.
